One Must be tn Perfect Condition te Pro- 
perly Sudse of the Tea He Tastes. 
**Since the Canadian Pacific railway was 
completed, and a line of steamers establish- 
tea taster, 
‘immense cargoes of tea have been going 


ed from the Ocient,’ said a 


to Vancouver from China, Japan and othé¢r 
countries. 
examine and taste various samples from 
these cargoes, I have also visited Ceylon 
and neayly all uf the tea growing countries 
of the Orient to observe the mode of putting 
up the tea. 

**Itis astonishing the way they manage to 
adulterate if over there. The packers are 
so skillful’ that they slip in a great deal ot 
inferior tea, and work it off under good 
brands. This makea the merchants who 
afterwards handle it complain. Packages 
of tea of a certain brand will he fovad ail 
that could be desired, while other packages 
bearing the eame brand, and in the same 
cargo, will be highly adulterated. 

. ‘As this tea is very costly, there is need 
of expects to examine it. They must Ke 
good ones, for everything depends for the 
tune being on their judgment. A taster can 
only tastea few hours at a time, when he 
is weakened and has to take a rest. Besides 
this, when he begins a job of tasting he 
must take special pains to get himself in 
shape forit. I wasabout six weeks getting 
myself ready for examining some cargoes in 
the warehouses for the Government. 

** Befgre I began I did not taste intoxi- 
cants in any form, and did not even smoke. 
At the same time I was careful not.to eat 
strong peppers or spices, or, in fact, any- 
thing that could distort the taste. One 
must be in as perfect condition, in order to 
properly judge of the teas he tastes, as a 
horse is when prepared for the berby. He 
must be at his best, and must feel that he 
is. 

**The. best tea tasters of the country 
make enormous sums considering the time 
employed; $10,000 a year is a low sum, aud 
oftentimes from $20,009 to $30,000 is made, 
and even more. I know a man in the busi- 
ness wha made $50,000. It all depends on 
hie standing, the number of times he 18 
called as a taster, and what he can endure.”

The Figures Connecte’ with a Population 
of Nearly 300,000,000. 
There are some big figures in arecent 
blue bock upon Indian affairs that has just 
| been published in England. The grand 
Hotal of the population, including British 
| india and native States, accurding to the 
| census of 1891, was#2S7,223,431, as compar- 
led with 253,793,514 at the census of 1SS1, 
the males numbering 146,727,295, and the 
females 140,496,1368 Taking the distribu- 
tion of population according to religion, 
there were in JS891' 207,731,727 Hindoos, 
| 57,321,164 Mohamniedans, 9,820,467 abor- 
iginals, 7,131,361 Buddhists, 2,254,380 
Christians, 1,907,833 Sikne, 1,416,638 Jains, 
89,910 Parsees, 17,194 Jews and 42,763 ot 
other religions. Or; the Christian popula- 
tion 1,315,263, were; certified to be Roman 
Cathoiice and 295,016 Church of England. 
The total number of, police offences report- 
ed during 1892 wag 135,639, as against 
124,550 in IS)1 and 115,723 in 1890, the 
police force being composed of 150,516 ofti- 
;cersand men. The opium revenue in 18{2- 
93 wae Rx. 7,993,180, and the expenditure 
itx. 1,602,496, giving as the net receipts on 
opium Rx 6,390.684. In the last ten 
years the net receipta on opium have 
m Rx. 62,922,987, while the average 
annual number of chests of Bengal opium 
sold for export during the last ten years 
has been 53,994. The actual area on which 
crops of various kinds were grown in India 
in 1892-93 was 195,897,389 acres, of which 
65,743,812 were devoted to rice, 21,434,889 
to wheat and 92,927,655 to other food 
grains including pulse. The area devoted 
to cotton was $,944,248 acres, to jute 2,141- 
334, to oileeeds 13,545,025, to tobacco 
1,149,548, to sugar cane, %,795,637, to tea 
360,463 and to coffee 122,788. The length 
of railway lines open for traffic in 1893 was 
18,459 miles, the number of gers con- 
veyed was 134,700,469, the goods and min- 
erale carried represented 25,727,386 tons, 
the gross receipte were Rx. 23,955,753, and 
the net earnings Rx. 12,679,200, In 1892, 
21,98S human beings and 81,668 head of 
cattle were killed by snakes and wild 
beaste, the chief human mortality (19,025) 
having been due to snake-bite.

Notes 
are destroyed in various ways, Dogs, 
cattle, sheep and cats chew them. Laun- 
dresses have been known to wash their 
patrons’ garments containing noes, reduc- 
ing them in the process to a sad state of 
puip.

By | 
this system of grouping, When they reach 
the stepping board, or walk, and tind one} 
nest occupied, they pass on to another, | 
without molesting the occupant. Another 
point in favor of portable nests 1s that they 
are readily taken down, and every part can 
be thoroughly cleaned or whitewashed, 
which is not practicable where the nests are 
nailed in position, a3 a part of the buiid- 
ing. Those who have tried this plan of 
grouping nests tind it extremely convenient 
and practical. 


Bedding for Farm Animals. 
A great variety of bedding-materials are 
employed in different localities, and each | 


farmer will, of course, select for his oven 
uge such of these as are the cheapest and 
most available. In lumbering districts, 


where saw mills abound, farmers find cheap 
bedding inthe sawdust and shavings that 
are produced in so large quantities. Saw- 
dust makes clean, tidy bedding, but the 
impression is quite strong’ amony farmers 
that its effect upon the soi! ‘6 not desirable. 
Certainly it decays very slowly. The com- 
mon beach sand near the seashore possesses, 
when dry,good absorbing power, and affords 
a comfortable bed forstock. It is, however, 
very heavy to handle,and its application, in 
the manure, to land already too sandy, as 
is much of the land bordering upen the sea- 
cosst, is not a good practice. Meadow and 
salt hay, and the straw of our small grains, 
supply excellent bedding, and by their 
decay return a large amount of humus to 
the soil, Their use shoud be supplemented 
by the employment of some dry material, 
such as loam dust, sifted coal ashes or land 
plaster, so that all the gases and liquid 
manure may be saved. 
ter for every farmer to lay by a supply of 
dry absorbents. By stirring the soil fre- 
quently over a small area, the earth rapidly, 
dries out, and becomes dust under the heat 
of asummer’s sun. All that is ieft to do 
is to gather the dry material and store it in 
adry place. Kvery autumn our shade and’ 
forest’ trees shed their leaves, a wealth of 
the best of bedding, that, having absorbed 
manurial substances, decay into the best of 
manure. 


The Dairymen’s Year. 
Professor Robertson, the Dominion Dairg 
Commissionez, says:— ‘‘Our farmers have 
been wasting their substance in riotous 
farming, and dairying becomes doubly im- 
portant for the enrichment of soil.

The lesgons of the great naval battle off the 
mouth of the Yalu, with their exhibition of 
modern fleets armed with the latest ord- 
nance, engaged with each other in regular 
line of battle, are in some respects not 
more striking than the teachings as to the 
rapidity with which two countries can be 
plunged into actual fighting in these days. 
The actual practice is to strike at once 
whenever hostilities are resolved upon, and 
in scores of cises hostilities have even 
preceded the formal declaration of war. 
The facilities offered by railways and 
steamships for the transportation of troops 
tend to increase the rapidity with which 
field operations are begun. All things 
considered, the activity shown both by 
Japan and China, particularly the former, 
in beginning war, both|on sea and land, is 
a striking feature of the present contest. 
There is no satety for a nation which does 
not have its system of defence prepared in 


“time of peace.

Rosewater and romance are generally 
supposed to be already pretty closely re- 
lated, but an ingenious mind has contrived 
to unite them in yet another bond which is 
as novel as it is audacious. Italian littera-

broken fences, demoralized plowed fields 
and possibly damage done to cattle and live 
atock of ail kinds, The dwellers of the 
country side were only too well pleased to 
have suffered something in order to atforc 
pleasure to the great folk. But that time 
has gone by. 

The Enylish farmers are no doubt as will- 
ing to permit of fox hunting as they were 
of old, 1f it ia carried on without a loss to 
them, but they realize they cannot atiord, 
when brought in keen competition with 
the agriculturists of the United States and 
elsewhere, io have *heir protitscut down 
through the destruction caused by the 
pleasure-seeking hunters. A caze was tried 
in Nottingham, England, a short time ago 
where a tarmer brought action against the 
master of the Quorn hounds and certain 
members of the hunt for trespassing and 
crossing his farm in pursuit of a fox, 
also for consequential damages. The 
total claim was placed at 82,500, but the 
award of damages was $250, a sum _ con- 
siderably lesa than demanded, but much too 
large tor the master of the hounds to run 
the risk of having to pay to any or all 
farmers whose field he might cross. It 1s 
possible that some arrangement may be 
made ashas been made by Myopia Hunt 
at Hamilton,by means of which thefarmers 
do not consider the passage over their land 
as trespass. Butin England the hunts

She Was the First Screw Steamer to Cross 
the Atlantic. 


Witivall that has been said of early ocean 
| steamships and the historic transatlantic 
| voyages of the paddle steamers Sirius and 

Great Western, away back 1n 1838, the fact 
‘is less well known that the real foreranner 
of the mammoth screw steamers of the pre- 
sent day was the steamship Great Britain, 


commenced in 1839 and floated in 1845— 
the first.screw steamer to cross the Aciantic, 
| Her lengthall over was 322 tect, herextreme 
| breadthra little over 50 feet, her depth 32 
| feet, and her displacement ata load draughi 
of 18 feét, 3,618 tons, Her first voyage from 
| Liverpool to New York was commenced on 
| July 26, J845, and occupied nearly 15 days, 
, the average speed during the run beiag nine 
{knots an hour, After remaining on view 
about a fortnight in New York harbor, 
ithe homeward passage to Liverpool was 
successfully accomplished, Voyages back 
}and forth were made with satisfactory te- 
sults ungil the autumn of 1846, when, on a 
very dirty night in the month of September, 
she was stranded otf the coast of Ireland. 
\ Tiere she remained for eleven months, 
through a tempestuous winter, until she was 
| finally floated in the toliowing autumn and 
taken, to Liverpool for repairs, After a com- 
plete overhaul the vessel entered upon a 
| bew era in her existence, being put by her 
| owners into the Australiau trade, where she 
| retained. the name of being a splendid sailor 
and a fairly successful steamship. Entering 
upon this trade in 1853, she remained in it 
jtor Zl years, until the requirements of 
| Modern passenger transit had outgrown her 
capabilities. Finally her propellipg ma- 
chinery was removed, and only a few years 
; go she was seen passing up the Envlish 
| Channel as a full-rizged sailing ship. She is 
| probably still in existence, having last been 
snown to do duty asa coal hulk in cm of 
the Pacitic islands.
